Seattle, Wash., Dec. 27.— ( VV) — 
Fears for the safety of the crews of 
two crippled ships whose crews were 
battling Pacific gales off the coast 
of Alaska, increased when it was 
learned here that the steamer Starr 
was 
drifting helplessly toward 
a 
dangerous reef, and that the tug 
Roosevelt was in Imminent danger 
in the Gulf of Alaska. 
A dropping barometer and freei­ 
n g tem peratures added to the hard­ 
ships of the sixteen members of the 
Roosevelt’s crew and the SO seamen 
aboard the Starr. 
The steam er Northwestern was re­ 
ported standing by the Starr, pump­ 
ing oil on the water*, and with life­ 
boats ready to take off 
the 
crew 
should the Starr founder. 
Feeble 
radio communication prevented es­ 
tablishm ent of full details 
Two weeks ago the 
Starr 
went 
aground off Dark Island 
and

had not been informed yesterday that 
his father was also ill. 
Senator Day was stricken with ill­ 
ness on Christmas day w'hen he came] 
here,to visit his daughter. Mrs. Kver- 
ett Tawney. 
He was taken to the 
general hospital where 
he 
lapsed 
into unconsciousness from which he 
did not recover save for a brief per­ 
iod. 
With him at the time of his death 
was Mrs. Duy. who had hurried here 
from St. Paul as soon as it became 
known that the publisher's condition 
was serious. 
The veteran state 
servant 
and 
journalist rallied for a moment on 
Wednesday. 
He was able to recog­ 
nize Major Arthur M. Nelson and 
Frank H. Daugherty, business asso­ 
ciates of Fairmont. Apparently well 
aware of his own 
condition, 
Day 
said: “ Hello, Frank, 
I 
guess 
I'm 
done.*' 
The author of hundreds of spark­ 
ling editorials and the participant of j 
untold numbers of lively political de­ 
bates then lapsed again into uncon­ 
sciousness and his 
physicians 
de­ 
clared that death wa imminent. Day 
lost strength steadily until morning 
when he died. 
Although funeral plans had 
not 
yet been made, It was expected that 
Day will be buried in Fairm ont, the 
beautiful southern Minnesota city in 
which he made his home for more 
than a half century, th** place, he 
mon* than any other Is credited with 
putting “on the map." 
Senator Day was born in 
Attica. 
Green county. Wisconsin, Sept. SO. 
1853. 
He went with his parent* to 
Webster City. Iowa. in 1861. where 
he began work as a printer. 
Later 
he became associated with the Es­ 
therville Vindicator, where 
he 
re­ 
mained until 1873. 
In 1874 Day moved to Fairmont, 


Mackie’s wife and W, ll. Hurting**, 
Santa Fe attorney of Winslow, Ari*., 
were the only person* injured seri­ 
ously, although seven coaches left 
the track and three overturned.

Credit for the small number of in­ 
jured was given to the engineer, A. 
C. Long, who brought his train to a 
stop In 15 lengths although it was 
travelling sixty miles an hour when 
It struek the weakened section. 
Three sleepeis and

coach of F. J. Markle, assistant gen­ 
eral manager of the Sante Fe, went 
over after they left the rails. 
Mrs. Markle was among the In­ 
jured. 
Her condition was said not 
to be serious.

Ari*., attorney for the Santa 
Fe, was critically Injured, it 
was 
said. 
He was placed on a train and 
removed to Los Angeles. 
The name- of the others hurt In 
the crash were not reported.

2.400 MILES FROM

stretches from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, while South Polar explorer* 
agree that the south pole Is located 
on a great 
continent, 
containing 
lunges of mountains in softie case# 
10,000 feet higher. 
Kquipped for a stay of two yearn 
in the frozen wastes, the Byrd expe­ 
dition will endeavor to learn details 
regarding the unknown regions. Pic­ 
tures will he taken from th# four 
airplanes which the expedition car­ 
ries and maps will he made of un­ 
charted districts. 
These unknown regions 
roughly 
follow a circle around the pole within 
or near the 70th degree of latitude 
south. 
From Whales Bay, where 
the Byrd expedition will 
establish 
Its base for the greatest adventure 
of its commander, who was th# first 
man to fly over the north pole la nu 
airplane and who crossed the Atlan­ 
tic by airplane, there is a crudely 
sketched outline or previous explora­ 
tions. 
The Byrd expedition hopes to map 
great stretches of this territory and 
discover other reaches. Special geo*? 
graphical, geological and astronomi­ 
cal studies will he made by Individ­ 
ual experts attached to the party df 
65. 
Commander Byrd hopes to be th# 
first man to fly over the south pole, 
although he was not the first to take 
an airplane Into the frozen southern 
regions. 
The British explorer Sir Hubert 
Wilkins has already made observa­ 
tions by airplane over 
the 
wart# 
lands from his base at Deception Is­ 
land. far on the other side of the 
Antarctic from Whales Bay.

Hoover’s 
presence 
was 
absolutely 
necessary. 
The first problem which will be 
put up to Hoover will he the ques­ 
tion of whether he wants farm relief 
legislation enacted now or whether 
he desires to call a special session of 
congress after his 
inauguration 
to 
deal w ith the problem. 
President 
Coolidge has communicated to con­ 
gress privately his desire for imme­ 
diate passage of farm legislation. 
The farm bloc is reluctant to fol­ 
low these instructions. 
Its mem­ 
bers w ant t& jyait until the special 
session is called, believing Hoover 
will sign a more satisfactory measure 
from their point of view, than will 
Mr. Coolidge. 
The diverging congressional groups 
want

Hoover as to whether he intends to 
call a special session and if so, when. 
This question involves

The senate group contesting

They could be per­ 
suaded to let West be confirmed if 
they knew West was not to hold/ 
office after March 4. 
House farm leaders plan to call 
on Hoover as soon as he returns here 
to obtain his farm relief program. 
Hoover is expected to confer 
with 
President Coolidge and then advise 
the farm bloc of the adm inistration’s 
attitude and his own desires.

EXPEDITION REACHES A POINT 
2.400 MILES FROM 
CIVILIZATION 
New York, Dec. 27.— (UP)— Com­ 
mander Richard E. Byrd 
and 
his 
South Polar expedition has reached 
the first objective in its trip to the 
bottom of the world. 
The great ice barrier across Ross 
sea. the gateway to the south pole, 
was sighted Christinas day and the 
expedition had reached a point 2,400 
miles from the last outposts of civili­ 
zation. 


Through the New York Times, the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch and 
associ­ 
ated newspapers, Commander 
Byrd 
sent the following message to Secre­ 
tary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur: 
“ We have reached the great mys­ 
terious ice barrier. 
It presents to 
us an ice cliff higher than the most 
of th© ship. 
On this Christmas day, 
we are thankful and proud to report 
that we have been able to carry the 
American flag several hundred mite* 
farther south than it has ever been 
and It seems fitting that an airplane. 
that instrum ent of goodwill, should 
reach its farthest point 
soqth 
on 
Christmas day. 
“We are 2,400 statute miles from 
th© nearest human dwelling in th f 
only arca in the world where a ship 
can get so far from civilisation. TU**1 
we are here safely Is dU» to Provi­ 
dence and my loyal and stout-heart­ 
ed shipmates, w h o,have worked to­ 
gether unselfishly ss a unit. 
It will 
probably be some days before we oak 
get ashore on account of ice that 
will he in the Hay of Whales."

Beyond the ice barrier is a vast 
region of ice and snow covering mil­ 
lions of square miles which are vir­ 
tually unexplored. 
Leaders of several expeditions to 
the north pole agree that 
only 
a 
great sea, mostly covered with lea. 
stretches from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, while South Polar explorers 
agree that the south pole is located 
on a great 
continent, 
containing 
ranges of mountains in sofiie cases 
10,000 feet higher. 
Equipped for a stay of two years 
In the frozen wastes, the Byrri expe­ 
dition will endeavor to learn details 
regarding the unknown regions. Pic­ 
tures will be tuken from the four 
airplanes which the expedition car­ 
ries and mups will be made of un­ 
charted districts. 
These unknown regions 
roughly 
follow a circle around the pole within 
or near the 70th degree of latitude 
south. 
From Whales Bay, where 
the Byrd expedition will 
establish 
its base for th© greatest adventure 
of Its commander, who was the first 
man to fly over the north pole In an 
airplane and who crossed the Atlan­ 
tic by airplane, there is a crudely 
sketched outline of previous explora­ 
tions. 
The Byrri expedition hopes to map 
great stretches of this territory and 
discover other reaches. Special geo­ 
graphical. geological and astronomi­ 
cal studies will be made by individ­ 
ual experts attached to the party Of 
6 5. 
Commander Byrri hopes to ba the 
first man to fly over the south pole, 
although he was not the first to take 
no airplane into the frozen southern 
regions. 
The British explorer Sir Hubert

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THE MI'ECfAL HESSION 


T he “Land O’ Lakes News” takes a sane, comprehensive view 
of the value of the special session and believes the opportunity of 
sound relief for the farmer’s problems lies in the special session 
of Congress and not in what it terms the “hang-over” session. 
The editorial following is reprinted from the magazine’s Decem­ 
ber issue; 
Election is over and Congress is again in session and with­ 
out doubt attempts will be made on the part of some of our most 
sympathetic and earnest workers for agriculture to put through 
"ome form of legislation that will be of real benefit to agriculture. 
What is more likely to happen is an attempt on the part of some 
who are only desirous of fulfilling political promises in the most 
limited way, to do as little as they can for the farmer and feel that 
they have kept their pre-election promise and if possible, ward off 
a special session that is much needed to give the necessary consid­ 
eration to sound businesslike legislation that will be of the great­ 
est benefit. The statement from both parties that carried the most 
weight with the farmer was the promise of a special session called 
for the sole purposes of enacting agricultural farm relief legis­ 
lation. 
We believe our opportunity of sound relief lies in the special 
session and not in the short hang-over session that will have a lit­ 
tle of everything to do and will not give the farmer proper consid­ 
eration. 
We also believe that President-elect Hoover, who has 
made the promise of the special session as well as promised to do 
all in his power to assist agriculture, should be a party to formu­ 
lating and enacting the kind of legislation that should be enacted 
for farm relief, especially so, as it will be during his administra­ 
tion and upon him that the responsibility will rest for the success 
of whatever plan is finally adopted. 
Tariff on agricultural products will be the foundation of 
whatver relief plan is adopted and many congressmen fear the 
opening of the tariff question in Congress due to the fact that it 
will open up the entire schedule on all imports of manufactured, 
as well as farm commodities. 
Industry has had protection for 
many, many years and largely at the expense of the farmer and 
we believe that, if all parties were sincere in their pre-election 
promises so far as the farmer is concerned, the special session 
could veiy easily put into effect new tariff schedules that would 
affect and benefit only agriculture. 
Without doubt, when propo­ 
sals for increased duty on such products as milk, cream, dry milk, 
butter, casein, cheese, vegetable oils of all kinds, meat products, 
eggs, poultry, flax, grains of all kinds, and many other farm prod­ 
ucts come up for consideration, there will be many powerful inter­ 
ests represented in the lobbies of Congress in opposition to any 
advance in the duties but for once, the co-operative groups, repre­ 
senting hundreds of thousands of farmers, are mobilizing their 
forces and will not accept flfiy half-hearted tariff increase that 
will be tariff for revenue only.

N e b r a s k a , just about the last of the bank guaranty at ates to 
keep its system of depo»itor-protection going, now finds itself iii 
serious trouble. There are approximately 123 banks in the hands 
of Hie guaranty fund, with liabilities aggregating twenty-seven 
million dollars. 
Kven if their assets pan out an average of fifty 
cents on the dollar, these banks’ depositors will be entitled to more 
than thirteen million dollars from the fund. 
But the old till is 
Imre, having already been scraped to the tune of fifteen million 
dollars to pay the losses of banks that failed earlier. 
There is talk of assessing all the solvent banks to make up the 
shortage. 
The proposed assessee^ protest vigorously, on the 
ground that such a course will mean assessments against the 
Stockholders of honestly and capably managed banks to pay for 
damage done by dishonesty or incompetently managed banks. 
Nebraska is having now the same troubles that have befallen 
every other state that has been fooled by enthusiasts into accept­ 
ing a deposit-guaranty system as a panacea for banking troubles. 
A deposit guaranty system inevitably invites bad banking at the 
expense of good banking. Thus encouraged, bad lwnking goes the 
limit, until it piles up an aggregate of losses too stupendous to be 
made good out of contributions exacted from good banks. 
But, despite the experiences of North Dakota, of Kansas, of 
Nebraska, and of other Western States, the forthcoming session of 
the Minnesota Legislature is likely to see introduced one or more 
bills designed to fasten the bank guaranty plague on Minnesota. 
Let it be granted that the backers of the plan are well intentioned. 
So was Humpty Dumpty when he sat on the wall.— Minneapolis 
Journal.

T he “Land O’ Lakes News” takes a sane, comprehensive view 
of the value of the special session and believes the opportunity of 
sound relief for the farmer’s problems lies in the special session 
of Congress and not in what it terms the “hang-over” session. 
The editorial following is reprinted from the magazine’s Decem­ 
ber issue: 
Election is over and Congress is again in session and with­ 
out doubt attempts will be made on the part of some of our most 
sympathetic and earnest workers for agriculture to put through 
some form of legislation that will be of real benefit to agriculture. 
What is more likely to happen is an attempt on the part of some 
who are only desirous of fulfilling political promises in the most 
limited way* to do as little as they can for the farmer and feel that 
they have kept their pre-election promise and if possible, ward off 
a special session that is much needed to give the necessary consid­ 
eration to sound business-like legislation that will be of the great 
est benefit. The statement from both parties that carried the most 
weight with the farmer was the promise of a special session called 
for the sole purposes of enacting agricultural farm relief legis­ 
lation. 
We believe our opportunity of sound relief lies in the special 
session and not in the short hang-over session that will have a lit­ 
tle of everything to do and will not give the farmer proper consid­ 
eration. 
We also believe that President-elect Hoover, who has 
made the promise of the special session as well as promised to do 
all in his power to assist agriculture, should be a party to formu­ 
lating and enacting the kind of legislation that should be enacted 
for farm relief, especially so, as it will be during his administra­ 
tion and upon him that the responsibility will rest for the success 
of whatever plan is finally adopted. 
Tariff on agricultural products will be the foundation of 
whatver relief plan is adopted and many congressmen fear the 
opening of the tariff question in Congress due to the fact that it 
will open up the entire schedule on all imports of manufactured, 
as well as farm commodities. 
Industry has had protection for 
many, many years and largely at the expense of the farmer and 
we believe that, if all parties were sincere in their pre-election 
promises so far as the farmer is concerned, the special session 
could very easily put into effect new tariff schedules that would 
affect and benefit only agriculture. 
Without doubt, when propo­ 
sals for increased duty on such products as milk, cream, dry milk, 
butter, casein, cheese, vegetable oils of all kinds, meat products, 
eggs, poultry, flax, grains of all kinds, and many other farm prod­ 
ucts come up for consideration, there will be many powerful inter­ 
ests represented in the lobbies of Congress in opposition to any 
advance in the duties but for once, the co-operative groups, repre­ 
senting hundreds of thousands of farmers, are mobilizing their 
forces and will not accept Iffy half-hearted tariff increase that 
will be tariff for revenue only.

N e b r a s k a , just about the last of the bank guaranty states to 
keep its system of depositor-protection going, now finds itself in 
serious trouble. 
There are approximately 123 banks in the hands 
of the guaranty fund, with liabilities aggregating twenty-seven 
million dollars. 
Even if their assets pan out an average of fifty 
cents on the dollar, these banks’ depositors will be entitled to more 
than thirteen million dollars from the fund. 
But the old till is 
bare, having already been scraped to the tune of fifteen million 
dollars to pay the losses of banks that failed earlier. 
There is talk of assessing all the solvent banks to make lip the 
shortage. 
The proposed assessees protest vigorously, on the 
ground that such a course will mean assessments against the 
stockholders of honestly and capably managed banks to pay for 
damage done by dishonesty or incompetently managed banks. 
Nebraska is having now the same troubles that have befallen 
every other state that has been fooled by enthusiasts into accept­ 
ing a deposit-guaranty system as a panacea for banking troubles. 
A deposit guaranty system inevitably invites bad banking at the 
expense of good banking. Thus encouraged, bad banking goes the 
limit, until it piles up an aggregate of losses too stupendous to be 
made good out of contributions exacted from good banks. 
But, despite the experiences of North Dakota, of Kansas, of 
Nebraska, and of other Western States, the forthcoming session of 
the Minnesota Legislature is likely to see introduced one or more 
bills designed to fasten the bank guaranty plague on Minnesota. 
Let it be granted that the backers of the plan arc well intentioned. 
So was Humpty Dumpty when he sat on the wall.— M inneapolis 
Journal.
